“ He lied to Nicaragua n itli 300 of his ad­ 
herents, joined the army of President Sar- 
cassa who was engaged in an attempt to 
quell a revolution, 
Bonilla had decided to 
leave Nicaragua in order to relieve the 
government of ail responsibility of harbor­ 
ing him. 
He therefore sailed from Nica­ 
ragua for Guatemala. Minister Baker and 
bid others were his 
fellow passengers 
They arrived Sunday at An.apala, a port 
of entry of Honduras, on the Pacific coast. 
In the afternoon the commander of the 
port, Villa, demanded that Captain Dov\ 
should surrender Bonilla. 
In sisted o n lli» Deliv ery . 
“ When the request was refused a threat 
was made to sink the ship, and it was as­ 
serted that President Vasques had given 
orders to that effect. 
Villa, incensed at 
the refusal to surrender Bonilla, gave the 
orders to fire on the ship. 
A government 
officer came on board at 3:30 this morning 
say ing that new orders had been received 
from the president insisting on lh ed eliv 
ery of Bonilla or the bombardment of the 
ship.
